Will a tobaceo erusade follow the
successful effort to dislodge liquor?
Serious thought is now being given
by reformers to this matter. A
summary of the country’'s press Is
given here on the subject, the en-
lightening article heing taken from
the Literary Digest:

started back after Lady Nicotin,” as
the Cincinnati Times-Star observes,
newspapers cognizant of the tremen-
dous and increasing demand for to-
haceo in bhoth eivil and military life
do not seem to think that her Lady-
ship needs (o vrenare at once for ex-
ecution.  ““The Nineteenth Amend-
ment thot will tear away so many
valuahle lives from the dragon-cluteh
of the Tobaceo Devil i8,"” the Pitts-
burg lLeader is confident, still *““far,
far in the peaceful future.” “A
mateh. please!™ {8 one editor's
cheerful way of dismissing the idea
that he may soon he deprived by law
of his cherished eigar.

Yet a leadinz antagonist of the to-
bacco habit warns us that “the anti-
nicotin crusade is not to bhe consid-
ered with levity.," The New York
Evening World agrees that “it's no
joke':; the crusade “is, on the con-
trary. to be considered with pro-
found seriousness as a warning of
the tragic extremes of anemia and
palsy with which the robust institu-
tlons of the country are menaced
sinee it beecame  possible  to write
sumptuasry into the Constitu-
tion." Suech a dyvnamie personange
as Billv Sunday s reported to hnvej
gald: "Prohibition is won, now for
tobaecen.”  Press  writers note the
growth of such nreanizations as the
No-Tobaceo League and anti-tobacco
actlvity on the part of certain lead-|
ers in such influential and militant
bodies as the Anti-Saloon League
and the Waoman'’s Christian Temper-
ance 1'nfon Prof. F. W. Roman,
author of the booklet, *“Nicotin

anti-cigaret movement, for “anti-eci-
garet leagues have been formed in
several states, among them Ohio, and
the number is growing.”

Hing, swearing and other evils, be-

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HARDING WANTS PEACE
TO BE MADE PROMPT_LY

Says Delay Leads Toward Bolshe-

vism He Regrets Secrecy at the
Peace Conference.

Washington, April 3. —Senator
Harding, of Ohio, Republican, in a
statement urged the necessity for
a prompt peace settlement, declar-
ing it was “Impossible longer to ig-
nore the serious concern of our
people over delayed peace."

“The delay and the drift have
carried us apparently to a recogni-
tion of the bolshevist destroyers in
Russia,” Senator Harding stated.
“Not only 18 bolshevist destructive-
ness to be countenanced in fallen
Russia but the world will awaken
pretty soon to the fact that Germany
is dominant there and has expanded
infinitely more through revolution
and delay than It was expected to
accomplish by force of arms.”

Senator Harding declared that
the secrecy surrounding the consid-
eration of the proposed league of
nations plan in Paris was '“regreta-
ble ™

“ Me original draft s doomed
here if not buried at Paris,” he said.
“Tt is regrettable that we know so
little.”"
